To authorize appropriations for fiscal year 2001 for military

activities of the Department of Defense, for military

construction, and for defense activities of the Depart-

ment of Energy, to prescribe personnel strengths for

such fiscal year for the Armed Forces, and for other

purposes.
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE; FINDINGS.3

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This Act may be cited as the4

‘‘Floyd D. Spence National Defense Authorization Act for5

Fiscal Year 2001’’.6

(b) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-7

ings:8

(1) Representative Floyd D. Spence of South9

Carolina was elected to the House of Representatives10

in 1970, for service in the 92d Congress, after serv-11

ing in the South Carolina legislature for 10 years,12

and he has been reelected to each subsequent Con-13

gress.14

(2) Representative Spence came to Congress as15

a distinguished veteran of service in the Armed16

Forces of the United States.17

(3) Upon graduation from college in 1952, Rep-18

resentative Spence was commissioned as an ensign19

in the United States Naval Reserve. After entering20

active duty, he served with distinction aboard the21

USS CARTER HALL and the USS LSM–397 dur-22

ing the Korean War and later served as commanding23

officer of a Naval Reserve Surface Division and as24

group commander of all Naval Reserve units in Co-25
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lumbia, South Carolina. Representative Spence re-1

tired from the Naval Reserve in 1988 in the grade2

of captain, after 41 years of dedicated service.3

(4) Upon election to the House of Representa-4

tives, Representative Spence became a member of5

the Committee on Armed Services of that body. Dur-6

ing 30 years of service on that committee (4 years7

of which were served while the committee was known8

as the Committee on National Security), Represent-9

ative Spence’s contributions to the national defense10

and security of the United States have been pro-11

found and long lasting.12

(5) Representative Spence served as chairman13

of that committee while known as the Committee on14

National Security during the 104th and 105th Con-15

gresses and serves as chairman of that committee16

for the 106th Congress. In addition, Representative17

Spence served as the ranking minority member of18

the Committee on Armed Services during the 103d19

Congress.20

(6) Dozens of awards from active duty and re-21

serve military, veterans service, military retiree, and22

industry organizations and associations have recog-23

nized the distinguished character of Representative24

Spence’s service to the Nation.25
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(7) Representative Spence has been a leading1

figure in the debate over many of the most critical2

military readiness, health care, recruiting, and reten-3

tion issues currently confronting the Nation’s mili-4

tary. His concern for the men and women in uni-5

form has been unwavering, and his accomplishments6

in promoting and gaining support for those issues7

that preserve the combat effectiveness, morale, and8

quality of life of the Nation’s military personnel have9

been unparalleled.10

(8) During his tenure as chairman of the Com-11

mittee on National Security and the Committee on12

Armed Services of the House of Representatives,13

Representative Spence has—14

(A) led efforts to identify and reverse the15

effect that declining resources and rising com-16

mitments have had on military quality of life17

for service members and their families, on com-18

bat readiness, and on equipment modernization,19

with a direct result of those diligent efforts and20

of his willingness to be an outspoken proponent21

for America’s military being that Congress has22

added nearly $50,000,000,000 to the Presi-23

dent’s defense budgets over the past 5 years;24
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(B) been a leading proponent of the need1

to expeditiously develop and field a national2

missile defense to protect American citizens and3

forward deployed military forces from growing4

ballistic missile threats;5

(C) advocated reversing the growing dis-6

parity between actual military capability and7

the requirements associated with the National8

Military Strategy; and9

(D) led efforts in Congress to reform De-10

partment of Defense acquisition and manage-11

ment headquarters and infrastructure and busi-12

ness practices.13

(9) This Act is the 30th annual authorization14

bill for the Department of Defense for which Rep-15

resentative Spence has taken a major responsibility16

as a member of the Committee on Armed Services17

of the House of Representatives (including 4 years18

while that committee was known as the Committee19

on National Security).20

(10) In light of the findings in the preceding21

paragraphs, it is altogether fitting and proper that22

this Act be named in honor of Representative Floyd23

D. Spence of South Carolina, as provided in sub-24

section (a).25

(2) Funds available under this section are available16

to supplement the high energy laser programs of the mili-17

(a) REPORT ON BALLISTIC MISSILE THREAT.—Not22

later than 2 weeks after the next flight test by North23

Korea of a long-range ballistic missile, or 60 days after24

the date of the enactment of this Act, whichever is sooner,25

the President shall submit to Congress, in classified and26
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unclassified form, a report on the North Korean ballistic1

missile threat to the United States.

(2) An assessment of whether the United States6

is capable of defeating the North Korean long-range7

missile threat to the United States as of the date of8

the report.9

(3) An assessment of when the United States10

will be capable of defeating the North Korean mis-11

sile threat to the United States.12

(4) An assessment of the potential for prolifera-13

tion of North Korean missile technologies to other14

states and whether such proliferation will accelerate15

the development of additional long-range ballistic16

missile threats to the United States.17

(b) REPORT ON REDUCING VULNERABILITY.—Not18

later than 2 weeks after the next flight test by North19

Korea of a long-range ballistic missile, the President shall20

submit to Congress a report providing the following:21

(1) Any additional steps the President intends22

to take to reduce the period of time during which23

the Nation is vulnerable to the North Korean long-24

range ballistic missile threat.25
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(2) The technical and programmatic viability of1

testing any other missile defense systems against2

targets with flight characteristics similar to the3

North Korean long-range missile threat, and plans4

to do so if such tests are considered to be a viable5

alternative.6

(3) Congress created the Office of Naval Re-10

search in the Department of the Navy in 1946 to11

ensure the availability of resources for research in12

oceanography and other fields related to the mis-13

sions of the Navy and Marine Corps.14

(4) The Office of Naval Research of the De-15

partment of the Navy, in addition to its support of16

naval research within the Federal Government, has17

also supported the conduct of oceanographic and sci-18

entific research through partnerships with edu-19

cational and scientific institutions throughout the20

Nation.21

(5) These partnerships have long been recog-22

nized as among the most innovative and productive23

research partnerships ever established by the Fed-24

eral Government and have resulted in a vast im-25
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provement in understanding of basic ocean processes1

and the development of new technologies critical to2

the security and defense of the Nation.3

(b) CONGRESSIONAL RECOGNITION AND APPRECIA-4

TION.—Congress—5

(1) applauds the commitment and dedication of6

the officers, scientists, researchers, students, and ad-7

ministrators who were instrumental to the program8

of partnerships for oceanographic and scientific re-9

search between the Federal Government and aca-10

demic institutions, including those individuals who11

helped forge that program before World War II, im-12

plement it during World War II, and improve it13

throughout the Cold War;14

(2) recognizes that the Nation, in ultimately15

prevailing in the Cold War, relied to a significant ex-16

tent on research supported by, and technologies de-17

veloped through, those partnerships and, in par-18

ticular, on the superior understanding of the ocean19

environment generated through that research;20

(3) supports efforts by the Secretary of the21

Navy and the Chief of Naval Research to honor22

those individuals, who contributed so greatly and un-23

selfishly to the naval mission and the national de-24

fense, through those partnerships during the period25
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beginning before World War II and continuing1

through the end of the Cold War; and2

(4) expresses appreciation for the ongoing ef-3

forts of the Office of Naval Research to support4

oceanographic and scientific research and the devel-5

opment of researchers in those fields, to ensure that6

such partnerships will continue to make important7

contributions to the defense and the general welfare8

of the Nation.9

(4) $78,500 for Pueblo Chemical Depot, Colo-22

rado, in satisfaction of a fine imposed by the State23

of Colorado for supplemental environmental projects.24
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(5) $20,000 for Deseret Chemical Depot, Utah,1

in satisfaction of a fine imposed by the State of2

Utah for a supplemental environmental project.3

(b) NAVY VIOLATIONS.—Using amounts authorized4

(b) SENSE OF THE CONGRESS.—It is the sense of15

nologies to restore the Santa Clarita site to produc-19

private and public sector partnerships has the poten-22

tial to pay dividends many times over.23

‘‘(3) The posthumous or honorary promotion or18

appointment warrants approval on the merits and19

has been recommended to the President as an excep-20

tion to policy.21

‘‘(4) The posthumous or honorary promotion or22

appointment warrants approval on the merits and23

authorization by law for the promotion or appoint-24

ment is required but is not recommended.25
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A notice under paragraph (1) or (4) shall be accompanied1

by a statement of the reasons for the decision of the Sec-2

retary.3

‘‘(c) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term ‘Member4

of Congress’ means—5

‘‘(1) a Senator; or6

‘‘(2) a Representative in, or a Delegate or Resi-7

dent Commissioner to, Congress.’’.8

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections9

at the beginning of such chapter is amended by adding10

at the end the following new item:11

‘‘1563. Consideration of proposals for posthumous and honorary promotions and

appointments: procedures for review and recommendation.’’.

SEC. 534. WAIVER OF TIME LIMITATIONS FOR AWARD OF12

NAVY DISTINGUISHED FLYING CROSS TO13

CERTAIN PERSONS.14

(a) WAIVER.—Any limitation established by law or15

policy for the time within which a recommendation for the16

award of a military decoration or award must be sub-17

mitted shall not apply to awards of decorations described18

in this section, the award of each such decoration having19

been determined by the Secretary concerned to be war-20

ranted in accordance with section 1130 of title 10, United21

States Code.22

(b) DISTINGUISHED FLYING CROSS.—Subsection (a)23

applies to the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross24
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for service during World War II or Korea (including mul-1

tiple awards to the same individual) in the case of each2

individual concerning whom the Secretary of the Navy (or3

an officer of the Navy acting on behalf of the Secretary)4

submitted to the Committee on Armed Services of the5

House of Representatives and the Committee on Armed6

Services of the Senate, during the period beginning on Oc-7

tober 5, 1999, and ending on the day before the date of8

the enactment of this Act, a notice as provided in section9

1130(b) of title 10, United States Code, that the award10

of the Distinguished Flying Cross to that individual is11

warranted and that a waiver of time restrictions pre-12

scribed by law for recommendation for such award is rec-13

ommended.14

SEC. 535. ADDITION OF CERTAIN INFORMATION TO MARK-15

ERS ON GRAVES CONTAINING REMAINS OF16

CERTAIN UNKNOWNS FROM THE U.S.S. ARI-17

ZONA WHO DIED IN THE JAPANESE ATTACK18

ON PEARL HARBOR ON DECEMBER 7, 1941.19

(a) INFORMATION TO BE PROVIDED SECRETARY OF20

VETERANS AFFAIRS.—The Secretary of the Army shall21

provide to the Secretary of Veterans Affairs certain infor-22

mation, as specified in subsection (b), pertaining to the23

remains of certain unknown persons that are interred in24

the National Memorial Cemetery of the Pacific, Honolulu,25
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Hawaii. The Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall add to1

the inscriptions on the markers on the graves containing2

those remains the information provided.3

(b) INFORMATION TO BE ADDED—The information4

to be added to grave markers under subsection (a)—5

(1) shall be determined by the Secretary of the6

Army, based on a review of the information that, as7

of the date of the enactment of this Act, has been8

authenticated by the director of the Navy Historical9

Center, Washington, D.C., pertaining to the inter-10

ment of remains of certain unknown casualties from11

the U.S.S. ARIZONA who died as a result of the12

Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor on December 7,13

1941; and14

(2) shall, at a minimum, indicate that the in-15

terred remains are from the U.S.S. ARIZONA.16

(c) LIMITATION OF SCOPE OF SECTION.—This sec-17

tion does not impose any requirement on the Secretary18

of the Army to undertake a review of any information per-19

taining to the interred remains of any unknown person20

other than as provided in subsection (b).21

SEC. 536. SENSE OF THE CONGRESS REGARDING FINAL22

CREW OF U.S.S. INDIANAPOLIS.23

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following:24
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(1) Shortly after midnight on the night of July1

30, 1945, during the closing days of World War II,2

the United States Navy heavy cruiser U.S.S. INDI-3

ANAPOLIS (CA–35) was torpedoed and sunk by a4

Japanese submarine.5

(2) Of the 1,196 crew members, only 316 sur-6

vived the attack and subsequent 5-day ordeal adrift7

at sea, the rest dying from battle wounds, drowning,8

shark attacks, exposure, or lack of food and water,9

making the sinking of the INDIANAPOLIS the10

worst sea disaster in United States naval history.11

(3) Following the rescue of the surviving crew12

members, the commanding officer of the INDIAN-13

APOLIS, Captain Charles Butler McVay III, who14

survived the sinking and the ordeal at sea, was15

charged with ‘‘suffering a vessel to be hazarded16

through negligence’’ and was convicted by a court-17

martial of that charge, notwithstanding a great18

many extenuating circumstances, some of which19

were not presented at the court-martial trial.20

(4) Captain McVay had an excellent record21

throughout his naval career before the sinking of the22

INDIANAPOLIS, beginning with his graduation23

from the United States Naval Academy in 1919 and24

including an excellent combat record that included25
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participation in the landings in North Africa and1

award of the Silver Star for courage under fire2

earned during the Solomon Islands campaign.3

(5) After assuming command of the INDIAN-4

APOLIS on November 18, 1944, Captain McVay led5

the ship during her participation in the assaults on6

Iwo Jima and Okinawa.7

(6) During the latter assault, the INDIANAP-8

OLIS suffered a damaging kamikaze attack which9

penetrated the ship’s hull, but the ship was made10

seaworthy and skillfully returned by Captain McVay11

and her crew to San Francisco for repairs.12

(7) Following completion of those repairs, the13

INDIANAPOLIS was given the mission of trans-14

porting to the island of Tinian vital parts of the15

atomic bomb which was dropped on Hiroshima, a16

mission which was completed successfully on July17

26, 1945, at a record average speed of 29 knots.18

(8) Following the accomplishment of that mis-19

sion, the INDIANAPOLIS sailed from Tinian to20

Guam and from there embarked for Leyte Gulf in21

the Philippines to join training with the fleet assem-22

bling for the final assault on the Japanese mainland.23

(9) As the INDIANAPOLIS began its trip24

across the Philippine Sea on July 28, 1945, the war25
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was virtually over in that area of the south Pacific,1

with hostilities having moved 1,000 miles to the2

north, the Japanese navy’s surface fleet was non-3

existent, and United States naval intelligence re-4

ported only four operational Japanese submarines in5

the entire Pacific theater of war, all of which re-6

sulted in the state of alert among shore-based per-7

sonnel routing and tracking the INDIANAPOLIS8

across the Philippine Sea being affected accordingly.9

(10) Before departure from Guam Captain10

McVay requested a destroyer escort because his ship11

was not equipped with antisubmarine detection de-12

vices, but, despite the fact that no capital ship such13

as the INDIANAPOLIS had made the transit be-14

tween Guam and the Philippines without escort dur-15

ing World War II, that request was denied, and a16

1996 report by the Navy’s Judge Advocate General’s17

office concedes that ‘‘Captain McVay and the rout-18

ing officer did not discuss the availability of an es-19

cort after the operations officer for20

COMMARIANNAS confirmed that an escort was21

not necessary’’.22

(11) Although Captain McVay was informed of23

‘‘submarine sightings’’ in the Philippine Sea, such24

sightings were commonplace, and none of those re-25
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ported to Captain McVay had been confirmed, and1

at the same time there was a failure to inform him2

that a submarine within range of his path had sunk3

the U.S.S. UNDERHILL 4 days before his depar-4

ture from Guam.5

(12) United States military intelligence activi-6

ties, through a code-breaking system called ULTRA,7

had learned that the Japanese submarine I–58 was8

operating in the Philippine Sea area, but Captain9

McVay was not told of this intelligence, which re-10

mained classified as Top Secret until the early11

1990’s, and this intelligence (and the fact that it12

was withheld from Captain McVay when he sailed13

from Guam) was not brought to light at his court-14

martial.15

(13) The INDIANAPOLIS was sunk by this16

same submarine.17

(14) the commander of that submarine,18

Mochitsura Hashimoto, testified at the court-martial19

that once he had detected the ship, he would have20

been able to make a successful torpedo attack21

whether or not the ship was zigzagging.22

(15) With visibility severely limited by a heavy23

overcast at approximately 11 p.m. on the night of24

July 29, 1945, Captain McVay gave the order to25
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cease zigzagging and retired to his cabin and shortly1

after midnight the INDIANAPOLIS was struck by2

two torpedoes and sunk within 12 minutes.3

(16) The formal charge upon which Captain4

McVay was convicted for ‘‘suffering a vessel to be5

hazarded through negligence’’ contained the phrase6

‘‘in good visibility’’ in reference to the weather con-7

ditions on that night, which is contrary to the recol-8

lection of all survivors, who recall that the visibility9

was very poor.10

(17) After the INDIANAPOLIS was sunk, var-11

ious Navy shore offices compounded the previous er-12

rors which had led to the ship being placed in jeop-13

ardy by failing to report the ship’s overdue arrival,14

thus leaving the approximately 950 members of the15

crew who survived the sinking of the ship adrift for16

4 days and five nights until by chance the survivors17

were spotted by a routine air patrol.18

(18) A court of inquiry to investigate the sink-19

ing was convened in Guam on August 13, 1945, just20

2 weeks after the sinking and 9 days after the sur-21

vivors were rescued (a date so soon after the sinking22

that Captain William Hillbert, the Navy judge advo-23

cate for the inquiry, admitted that the inquiry was24

so rushed that they were ‘‘* * * starting the pro-25
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ceedings without having available all the necessary1

data’’) and recommended that Captain McVay be2

issued a Letter of Reprimand and that he be court-3

martialed.4

(19) The headquarters staff of CINCPAC5

(commanded by Fleet Admiral Chester Nimitz) dis-6

agreed with the recommendation of the court of in-7

quiry, stating that in not maintaining a zigzag8

course Captain McVay at worst was guilty only of an9

error in judgment and not gross negligence and con-10

cluded that the rule requiring zigzagging would not11

have applied in any event since Captain McVay’s or-12

ders gave him discretion on that matter and took13

precedence over all other orders (a point that was14

never made by Captain McVay’s attorney during the15

court-martial).16

(20) The Department of the Navy delayed the17

announcement of the sinking of the INDIANAP-18

OLIS for almost 2 weeks to coincide with the an-19

nouncement of the surrender of Japan, thus divert-20

ing attention from the magnitude of the disaster and21

lessening its public impact, and then, despite opposi-22

tion by Admiral Nimitz and Admiral Raymond23

Spruance (for whom the INDIANAPOLIS had24

served as flagship), it brought court-martial charges25
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against Captain McVay in a rare instance when a1

commanding officer’s recommendations are con-2

travened.3

(21) Captain McVay thus became the first4

United States Navy commanding officer brought to5

trial for losing his ship in combat during World War6

II, despite the fact that over 700 ships were lost7

during World War II, including some under ques-8

tionable circumstances.9

(22) Captain McVay was convicted on February10

23, 1946, on the charge of ‘‘suffering a vessel to be11

hazarded through negligence’’, thus permanently12

damaging his career as a naval officer, although13

when Admiral Nimitz was advanced to the position14

of Chief of Naval Operations later that same year,15

he remitted Captain McVay’s sentence and restored16

him to active duty.17

(23) Following his court-martial conviction,18

Captain McVay remained on active duty until retir-19

ing in 1949 upon completion of 30 years of active20

naval service, with a final promotion, in accordance21

with then-applicable law, to the grade of rear admi-22

ral, effective upon the date of his retirement.23

(24) Rear Admiral Charles Butler McVay III24

(retired), died on November 6, 1968, without having25
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been exonerated from responsibility for the loss of1

his ship and the lives of 880 members of her crew.2

(25) The survivors of the INDIANAPOLIS still3

living have remained steadfast in their support of4

the exoneration of Captain McVay.5

(26) In 1993, Congress, in section 1165 of the6

National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year7

1994 (Public Law 103–160; 107 Stat. 1765; 168

U.S.C. 431 note), recognized the memorial to the9

U.S.S. INDIANAPOLIS (CA–35) in Indianapolis,10

Indiana, as the national memorial to that historic11

warship and to her final crew.12

(27) In 1994, Congress, in section 1052 of the13

National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year14

1995 (Public Law 103–337; 108 Stat. 2844), stat-15

ing that it was acting on behalf of the grateful peo-16

ple of the United States—17

(A) recognized the invaluable contributions18

of the U.S.S. INDIANAPOLIS to the ending of19

World War II; and20

(B) on the occasion of the 50th anniver-21

sary of her tragic sinking, and the dedication of22

the national memorial in Indianapolis on July23

30, 1995, commended that ship and her crew24
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for selfless and heroic service to the United1

States.2

(b) COURT-MARTIAL CONVICTION OF CHARLES BUT-3

LER MCVAY, III.—It is the sense of the Congress that—4

(1) the court-martial charges against then-Cap-5

tain Charles Butler McVay III, United States Navy,6

arising from the sinking of the U.S.S. INDIANAP-7

OLIS (CA–35) on July 30, 1945, while under his8

command were not morally sustainable;9

(2) Captain McVay’s conviction was a mis-10

carriage of justice that led to his unjust humiliation11

and damage to his naval career; and12

(3) the American people should now recognize13

Captain McVay’s lack of culpability for the tragic14

loss of the U.S.S. INDIANAPOLIS and the lives of15

the men who died as a result of her sinking.16

(c) PRESIDENTIAL UNIT CITATION.—(1) It is the17

sense of the Congress that the President should award a18

Presidential Unit Citation to the final crew of the U.S.S.19

INDIANAPOLIS (CA–35) in recognition of the courage20

and fortitude displayed by the members of that crew in21

the face of tremendous hardship and adversity after their22

ship was torpedoed and sunk on July 30, 1945.23

(2) A citation described in paragraph (1) may be24

awarded without regard to any provision of law or regula-25
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tion prescribing a time limitation that is otherwise applica-1

ble with respect to recommendation for, or the award of,2

such a citation.3

SEC. 537. POSTHUMOUS ADVANCEMENT OF REAR ADMIRAL4

(RETIRED) HUSBAND E. KIMMEL AND MAJOR5

GENERAL (RETIRED) WALTER C. SHORT ON6

RETIRED LISTS.7

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-8

ings:9

(1) The late Rear Admiral (retired) Husband10

E. Kimmel, formerly serving in the grade of admiral11

as the Commander in Chief of the United States12

Fleet and the Commander in Chief, United States13

Pacific Fleet, had an excellent and unassailable14

record throughout his career in the United States15

Navy prior to the December 7, 1941, attack on16

Pearl Harbor.17

(2) The late Major General (retired) Walter C.18

Short, formerly serving in the grade of lieutenant19

general as the Commander of the United States20

Army Hawaiian Department, had an excellent and21

unassailable record throughout his career in the22

United States Army prior to the December 7, 1941,23

attack on Pearl Harbor.24
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(3) Numerous investigations following the at-1

tack on Pearl Harbor have documented that then2

Admiral Kimmel and then Lieutenant General Short3

were not provided necessary and critical intelligence4

that was available, that foretold of war with Japan,5

that warned of imminent attack, and that would6

have alerted them to prepare for the attack, includ-7

ing such essential communiques as the Japanese8

Pearl Harbor Bomb Plot message of September 24,9

1941, and the message sent from the Imperial Japa-10

nese Foreign Ministry to the Japanese Ambassador11

in the United States from December 6–7, 1941,12

known as the Fourteen-Part Message.13

(4) On December 16, 1941, Admiral Kimmel14

and Lieutenant General Short were relieved of their15

commands and returned to their permanent ranks of16

rear admiral and major general.17

(5) Admiral William Harrison Standley, who18

served as a member of the investigating commission19

known as the Roberts Commission that accused Ad-20

miral Kimmel and Lieutenant General Short of21

‘‘dereliction of duty’’ only 6 weeks after the attack22

on Pearl Harbor, later disavowed the report main-23

taining that ‘‘these two officers were martyred’’ and24
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‘‘if they had been brought to trial, both would have1

been cleared of the charge’’.2

(6) On October 19, 1944, a Naval Court of3

Inquiry—4

(A) exonerated Admiral Kimmel on the5

grounds that his military decisions and the dis-6

position of his forces at the time of the Decem-7

ber 7, 1941, attack on Pearl Harbor were prop-8

er ‘‘by virtue of the information that Admiral9

Kimmel had at hand which indicated neither10

the probability nor the imminence of an air at-11

tack on Pearl Harbor’’;12

(B) criticized the higher command for not13

sharing with Admiral Kimmel ‘‘during the very14

critical period of 26 November to 7 December15

1941, important information * * * regarding16

the Japanese situation’’; and17

(C) concluded that the Japanese attack18

and its outcome was attributable to no serious19

fault on the part of anyone in the naval service.20

(7) On June 15, 1944, an investigation con-21

ducted by Admiral T. C. Hart at the direction of the22

Secretary of the Navy produced evidence, subse-23

quently confirmed, that essential intelligence con-24

cerning Japanese intentions and war plans was25
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available in Washington but was not shared with Ad-1

miral Kimmel.2

(8) On October 20, 1944, the Army Pearl Har-3

bor Board of Investigation determined that—4

(A) Lieutenant General Short had not5

been kept ‘‘fully advised of the growing tense-6

ness of the Japanese situation which indicated7

an increasing necessity for better preparation8

for war’’;9

(B) detailed information and intelligence10

about Japanese intentions and war plans were11

available in ‘‘abundance’’, but were not shared12

with Lieutenant General Short’s Hawaii com-13

mand; and14

(C) Lieutenant General Short was not pro-15

vided ‘‘on the evening of December 6th and the16

early morning of December 7th, the critical in-17

formation indicating an almost immediate break18

with Japan, though there was ample time to19

have accomplished this’’.20

(9) The reports by both the Naval Court of In-21

quiry and the Army Pearl Harbor Board of Inves-22

tigation were kept secret, and Rear Admiral (re-23

tired) Kimmel and Major General (retired) Short24
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were denied their requests to defend themselves1

through trial by court-martial.2

(10) The joint committee of Congress that was3

established to investigate the conduct of Admiral4

Kimmel and Lieutenant General Short completed, on5

May 31, 1946, a 1,075-page report which included6

the conclusions of the committee that the two offi-7

cers had not been guilty of dereliction of duty.8

(11) The Officer Personnel Act of 1947, in es-9

tablishing a promotion system for the Navy and the10

Army, provided a legal basis for the President to11

honor any officer of the Armed Forces of the United12

States who served his country as a senior com-13

mander during World War II with a placement of14

that officer, with the advice and consent of the Sen-15

ate, on the retired list with the highest grade held16

while on the active duty list.17

(12) On April 27, 1954, the then Chief of18

Naval Personnel, Admiral J. L. Holloway, Jr., rec-19

ommended that Rear Admiral Kimmel be advanced20

in rank in accordance with the provisions of the Of-21

ficer Personnel Act of 1947.22

(13) On November 13, 1991, a majority of the23

members of the Board for the Correction of Military24

Records of the Department of the Army found that25
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the late Major General (retired) Short ‘‘was unjustly1

held responsible for the Pearl Harbor disaster’’ and2

that ‘‘it would be equitable and just’’ to advance him3

to the rank of lieutenant general on the retired list’’.4

(14) In October 1994, the then Chief of Naval5

Operations, Admiral Carlisle Trost, withdrew his6

1988 recommendation against the advancement of7

Rear Admiral (retired) Kimmel (by then deceased)8

and recommended that the case of Rear Admiral9

Kimmel be reopened.10

(15) Although the Dorn Report, a report on the11

results of a Department of Defense study that was12

issued on December 15, 1995, did not provide sup-13

port for an advancement of the late Rear Admiral14

(retired) Kimmel or the late Major General (retired)15

Short in grade, it did set forth as a conclusion of the16

study that ‘‘responsibility for the Pearl Harbor dis-17

aster should not fall solely on the shoulders of Admi-18

ral Kimmel and Lieutenant General Short, it should19

be broadly shared’’.20

(16) The Dorn Report found—21

(A) that ‘‘Army and Navy officials in22

Washington were privy to intercepted Japanese23

diplomatic communications * * * which pro-24
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vided crucial confirmation of the imminence of1

war’’;2

(B) that ‘‘the evidence of the handling of3

these messages in Washington reveals some in-4

eptitude, some unwarranted assumptions and5

misestimations, limited coordination, ambiguous6

language, and lack of clarification and follow-up7

at higher levels’’; and8

(C) that ‘‘together, these characteristics re-9

sulted in failure * * * to appreciate fully and10

to convey to the commanders in Hawaii the11

sense of focus and urgency that these intercepts12

should have engendered’’.13

(17) On July 21, 1997, Vice Admiral David C.14

Richardson (United States Navy, retired) responded15

to the Dorn Report with his own study which con-16

firmed findings of the Naval Court of Inquiry and17

the Army Pearl Harbor Board of Investigation and18

established, among other facts, that the war effort19

in 1941 was undermined by a restrictive intelligence20

distribution policy, and the degree to which the com-21

manders of the United States forces in Hawaii were22

not alerted about the impending attack on Hawaii23

was directly attributable to the withholding of intel-24
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ligence from then Admiral Kimmel and Lieutenant1

General Short.2

(18) Rear Admiral (retired) Kimmel and Major3

General (retired) Short are the only two officers eli-4

gible for advancement under the Officer Personnel5

Act of 1947 as senior World War II commanders6

who were excluded from the list of retired officers7

presented for advancement on the retired lists to8

their highest wartime ranks under that Act.9

(19) This singular exclusion from advancement10

of Rear Admiral (retired) Kimmel and Major Gen-11

eral (retired) Short from the Navy retired list and12

the Army retired list, respectively, serves only to13

perpetuate the myth that the senior commanders in14

Hawaii were derelict in their duty and responsible15

for the success of the attack on Pearl Harbor, and16

is a distinct and unacceptable expression of dishonor17

toward two of the finest officers who have served in18

the Armed Forces of the United States.19

(20) Major General (retired) Walter Short died20

on September 23, 1949, and Rear Admiral (retired)21

Husband Kimmel died on May 14, 1968, without22

having been accorded the honor of being returned to23

their wartime ranks as were their fellow veterans of24

World War II.25
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(21) The Veterans of Foreign Wars, the Pearl1

Harbor Survivors Association, the Admiral Nimitz2

Foundation, the Naval Academy Alumni Association,3

the Retired Officers Association, the Pearl Harbor4

Commemorative Committee, and other associations5

and numerous retired military officers have called6

for the rehabilitation of the reputations and honor of7

the late Rear Admiral (retired) Kimmel and the late8

Major General (retired) Short through their post-9

humous advancement on the retired lists to their10

highest wartime grades.11

(b) REQUEST FOR ADVANCEMENT ON RETIRED12

LISTS.—(1) The President is requested—13

(A) to advance the late Rear Admiral (retired)14

Husband E. Kimmel to the grade of admiral on the15

retired list of the Navy; and16

(B) to advance the late Major General (retired)17

Walter C. Short to the grade of lieutenant general18

on the retired list of the Army.19

(2) Any advancement in grade on a retired list re-20

quested under paragraph (1) shall not increase or other-21

wise modify the compensation or benefits from the United22

States to which any person is now or may in the future23

be entitled based upon the military service of the officer24

advanced.25
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(c) SENSE OF THE CONGRESS.—It is the sense of the1

Congress that—2

(1) the late Rear Admiral (retired) Husband E.3

Kimmel performed his duties as Commander in4

Chief, United States Pacific Fleet, competently and5

professionally, and, therefore, the losses incurred by6

the United States in the attacks on the naval base7

at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and other targets on the8

island of Oahu, Hawaii, on December 7, 1941, were9

not a result of dereliction in the performance of10

those duties by the then Admiral Kimmel; and11

(2) the late Major General (retired) Walter C.12

Short performed his duties as Commanding General,13

Hawaiian Department, competently and profes-14

sionally, and, therefore, the losses incurred by the15

United States in the attacks on Hickam Army Air16

Field and Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, and other17

targets on the island of Oahu, Hawaii, on December18

7, 1941, were not a result of dereliction in the per-19

formance of those duties by the then Lieutenant20

General Short.21

SEC. 538. COMMENDATION OF CITIZENS OF REMY, FRANCE,22

FOR WORLD WAR II ACTIONS.23

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds the following:24
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(1) On August 2, 1944, a squadron of P–51s1

from the United States 364th Fighter Group strafed2

a German munitions train in Remy, France.3

(2) The resulting explosion killed Lieutenant4

Houston Braly, one of the attacking pilots, and de-5

stroyed much of the village of Remy, including seven6

stained glass windows in the 13th Century church.7

(3) Despite threats of reprisals from the occu-8

pying German authorities, the citizens of Remy re-9

covered Lieutenant Braly’s body from the wreckage,10

buried his body with dignity and honor in the11

church’s cemetery, and decorated the grave site daily12

with fresh flowers.13

(4) On Armistice Day, 1995, the village of14

Remy renamed the crossroads near the site of Lieu-15

tenant Braly’s death in his honor.16

(5) The surviving members of the 364th Fight-17

er Group desire to express their gratitude to the18

brave citizens of Remy.19

(6) To express their gratitude, the surviving20

members of the 364th Fighter Group have organized21

a nonprofit corporation to raise funds, through its22

project ‘‘Windows for Remy’’, to restore the church’s23

stained glass windows.24
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(b) COMMENDATION AND RECOGNITION.—The Con-1

gress commends the bravery and honor of the citizens of2

Remy, France, for their actions with respect to the Amer-3

ican fighter pilot Lieutenant Houston Braly during and4

after August 1944, and recognizes the efforts of the sur-5

viving members of the United States 364th Fighter Group6

to raise funds to restore the stained glass windows of7

Remy’s 13th Century church.8

ally chartered nonprofit corporation and not as an auxil-5

iary of the Air Force, provide assistance requested by6

State or local governmental authorities to perform disaster7

relief missions and activities, other emergency missions8

and activities, and nonemergency missions and activities.9

Missions and activities carried out under this section shall10

be consistent with the purposes of the Civil Air Patrol.11

‘‘(b) USE OF FEDERALLY PROVIDED RESOURCES.—12

(1) To perform any mission or activity authorized under13

subsection (a), the Civil Air Patrol may use any equip-14

ment, supplies, and other resources provided to it by the15

Air Force or by any other department or agency of the16

Federal Government or acquired by or for the Civil Air17

Patrol with appropriated funds, without regard to whether18

the Civil Air Patrol has reimbursed the Federal Govern-19

ment source for the equipment, supplies, other resources,20

or funds, as the case may be.21

‘‘(2) The use of equipment, supplies, or other re-22

sources under paragraph (1) is subject to—23

‘‘(A) the terms and conditions of the applicable24

agreement entered into under chapter 63 of title 31;25

and26
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‘‘(B) the laws and regulations that govern the1

use by nonprofit corporations of federally provided2

assets or of assets purchased with appropriated3

funds, as the case may be.4

‘‘(c) AUTHORITY NOT CONTINGENT ON REIMBURSE-5

MENT.—The authority for the Civil Air Patrol to provide6

assistance under subsections (a) and (b) is not contingent7

on the Civil Air Patrol being reimbursed for the cost of8

providing the assistance. If the Civil Air Patrol requires9

reimbursement for the provision of assistance under such10

subsections, the Civil Air Patrol may establish the reim-11

bursement rate at a rate less than the rates charged by12

private sector sources for equivalent services.13

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‘‘(5) detail or assign any member of the Air1

Force or any officer, employee, or contractor of the2

Department of the Air Force to any liaison office at3

the national, regional, State, or territorial head-4

quarters of the Civil Air Patrol;5

‘‘(6) detail any member of the Air Force or any6

officer, employee, or contractor of the Department of7

the Air Force to any unit or installation of the Civil8

Air Patrol to assist in the training programs of the9

Civil Air Patrol;10

‘‘(7) authorize the payment of travel expenses11

and allowances, at rates not to exceed those paid to12

employees of the United States under subchapter I13

of chapter 57 of title 5, to members of the Civil Air14

Patrol while the members are carrying out programs15

or missions specifically assigned by the Air Force;16

‘‘(8) provide funds for the national head-17

quarters of the Civil Air Patrol, including—18

‘‘(A) funds for the payment of staff com-19

pensation and benefits, administrative expenses,20

travel, per diem and allowances, rent, utilities,21

other operational expenses of the national head-22

quarters; and23

‘‘(B) to the extent considered necessary by24

owned or leased by the Civil Air Patrol;8

‘‘(10) provide funds for the lease or purchase of9

items of equipment that the Secretary determines10

necessary for the Civil Air Patrol;11

‘‘(11) support the Civil Air Patrol cadet pro-12

gram by furnishing—13

‘‘(A) articles of the Air Force uniform to14

cadets without cost; and15

‘‘(B) any other support that the Secretary16

of the Air Force determines is consistent with17

Air Force missions and objectives; and18

‘‘(12) provide support, including appropriated19

funds, for the Civil Air Patrol aerospace education20

program to the extent that the Secretary of the Air21

Force determines appropriate for furthering the ful-22

fillment of Air Force missions and objectives.23

‘‘(c) ASSISTANCE BY OTHER AGENCIES.—(1) The24

Secretary of the Air Force may arrange for the use by25
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the Civil Air Patrol of such facilities and services under1

the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the Army, the Sec-2

retary of the Navy, or the head of any other department3

or agency of the United States as the Secretary of the4

‘‘(a) USE OF RETIRED AIR FORCE PERSONNEL.—19

(1) Upon the request of a person retired from service in20

the Air Force, the Secretary of the Air Force may enter21

into a personal services contract with that person pro-22

viding for the person to serve as an administrator or liai-23

son officer for the Civil Air Patrol. The qualifications of24

a person to provide the services shall be determined and25
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approved in accordance with regulations prescribed under1

section 9448 of this title.2

‘‘(2) To the extent provided in a contract under para-3

graph (1), a person providing services under the contract4

may accept services on behalf of the Air Force and commit5

and obligate appropriated funds as necessary to perform6

the services.7

‘‘(3) A person, while providing services under a con-8

tract authorized under paragraph (1), may receive the per-9

son’s retired pay and an additional amount for such serv-10

ices that is not less than the amount equal to the excess11

‘‘(B) the amount of the person’s retired pay.17

‘‘(4) A person, while providing services under a con-18

tract authorized under paragraph (1), may not be consid-19

ered to be on active duty or inactive-duty training for any20

purpose.21

‘‘(b) USE OF CIVIL AIR PATROL CHAPLAINS.—The22

Secretary of the Air Force may use the services of Civil23

Air Patrol chaplains in support of the Air Force active24
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duty and reserve component forces to the extent and under1

conditions that the Secretary determines appropriate.2

‘‘§ 9447. Board of Governors3

‘‘(a) GOVERNING BODY.—The Board of Governors of4

the Civil Air Patrol is the governing body of the Civil Air5

Patrol.6

‘‘(b) COMPOSITION.—The Board of Governors is7

composed of 11 members as follows:8

‘‘(1) Four members appointed by the Secretary9

of the Air Force, who may be active or retired offi-10

cers of the Air Force (including reserve components11

of the Air Force), employees of the United States,12

or private citizens.13

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Board of Governors referred to in subsection (b)(3) shall1

be appointed jointly by the Secretary of the Air Force and2

the National Commander of the Civil Air Patrol.3

‘‘(2) Any vacancy in the position of a member re-4

ferred to in paragraph (1) that is not filled under that5

paragraph within 90 days shall be filled by majority vote6

of the other members of the Board.7

‘‘(d) CHAIRPERSON.—(1) The Chairperson of the8

Board of Governors shall be chosen by the members of9

the Board of Governors from among the members of the10

serve for a term of 2 years.12

or to adopt a new constitution or bylaws shall be subject6

to approval by a majority of the members of the Board.7

‘‘(3) Neither the Board of Governors nor any other8

component of the Civil Air Patrol may modify or terminate9

any requirement or authority set forth in this section.10

‘‘(f) PERSONAL LIABILITY FOR BREACH OF A FIDU-11

CIARY DUTY.—(1) The Board of Governors shall, subject12

to paragraph (2), take such action as is necessary to elimi-13

nate or limit the personal liability of a member of the14

Board of Governors to the Civil Air Patrol or to any of15

its members for monetary damages for a breach of fidu-16

ciary duty while serving as a member of the Board.17

‘‘(2) The Board may not eliminate or limit the liabil-18

ity of a member of the Board of Governors to the Civil19

Air Patrol or to any of its members for monetary damages20

for any of the following:21

‘‘(A) A breach of the member’s duty of loyalty22

to the Civil Air Patrol or its members.23
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‘‘(B) Any act or omission that is not in good1

faith or that involves intentional misconduct or a2

knowing violation of law.3

‘‘(C) Participation in any transaction from4

which the member directly or indirectly derives an5

improper personal benefit.6

‘‘(3) Nothing in this subsection shall be construed as7

rendering section 207 or 208 of title 18 inapplicable in8

any respect to a member of the Board of Governors who9

is a member of the Air Force on active duty, an officer10

on a retired list of the Air Force, or an employee of the11

United States.12

‘‘(g) PERSONAL LIABILITY FOR BREACH OF A FIDU-13

CIARY DUTY.—(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2),14

no member of the Board of Governors or officer of the15

Civil Air Patrol shall be personally liable for damages for16

any injury or death or loss or damage of property resulting17

from a tortious act or omission of an employee or member18

of the Civil Air Patrol.19

‘‘(2) Paragraph (1) does not apply to a member of20

the Board of Governors or officer of the Civil Air Patrol21

for a tortious act or omission in which the member or offi-22

cer, as the case may be, was personally involved, whether23

in breach of a civil duty or in commission of a criminal24

offense.25
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‘‘(3) Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to1

restrict the applicability of common law protections and2

rights that a member of the Board of Governors or officer3

of the Civil Air Patrol may have.4

‘‘(4) The protections provided under this subsection5

are in addition to the protections provided under sub-6

‘‘§ 9448. Regulations8

‘‘(a) AUTHORITY.—The Secretary of the Air Force9

shall prescribe regulations for the administration of this10

chapter.11

(b) CONTENT OF REPORT.—The report shall include21

the following:22

(1) A definition of Network Centric Warfare.23
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(2) A discussion of the theory, nature, and1

principles of Network Centric Warfare and how they2

relate to the revolution in military affairs.3

(3) A discussion of the conceptual, doctrinal,4

and operational concepts related to Network Centric5

Warfare.6

(4) A discussion of how the concept of Network7

Centric Warfare is related to the strategy of the De-8

partment of Defense for military transformation as9

outlined in the document entitled ‘‘Joint Vision10

2010’’ and other key strategy documents.11

(5) The current and planned acquisition pro-12

grams of the Department of Defense that relate to13

Network Centric Warfare and the extent to which14

those programs are interoperable with each other.15

(6) The experimentation activities inside the16

joint experimentation program and the service ex-17

perimentation programs, if any, which are designed18

to explore and evaluate the emerging concepts of19

Network Centric Warfare.20

SEC. 908. DEFENSE INSTITUTE FOR HEMISPHERIC SECU-21

RITY COOPERATION.22

(a) AUTHORITY FOR INSTITUTE.—(1) Chapter 10823

of title 10, United States Code, is amended by adding at24

the end the following new section:25
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‘‘§ 2166. Defense Institute for Hemispheric Security1

Cooperation2

‘‘(a) AUTHORITY.—The Secretary of Defense may3

operate an education and training facility known as the4

‘Defense Institute for Hemispheric Security Cooperation’.5

the Army as the Department of Defense executive agent7

for carrying out the responsibilities of the Secretary of De-8

fense under this section.9

‘‘(b) PURPOSE.—(1) The Institute shall be operated10

for the purpose of providing education and training to11

military, law enforcement, and civilian personnel of na-12

tions of the Western Hemisphere in defense and security13

matters.14

‘‘(2) For purposes of paragraph (1), defense and se-15

curity matters include—16

‘‘(A) professional military education;17

‘‘(B) leadership development;18

‘‘(C) counter-drug operations;19

‘‘(D) peace support operations; and20

‘‘(E) disaster relief.21

‘‘(c) CURRICULUM.—The education and training pro-22

grams provided by the Institute shall include (for each23

person attending the Institute under subsection (b)) in-24

struction totaling not less than 8 hours relating to each25

of the following subjects:26
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‘‘(1) Human rights.1

‘‘(2) The rule of law.2

‘‘(3) Due process.3

‘‘(4) Civilian control of the military.4

‘‘(5) The role of the military in a democratic5

society.6

‘‘(d) BOARD OF VISITORS.—(1) There is a Board of7

Visitors for the Institute. The Board shall be composed8

of members appointed by the Secretary of Defense (or the9

Secretary of the Army as the Secretary’s designee). In se-10

lecting members of the Board, the Secretary shall consider11

recommendations by—12

‘‘(A) the Speaker and the minority leader of the13

House of Representatives;14

‘‘(B) the majority leader and the minority lead-15

er of the Senate;16

‘‘(C) the Secretary of State;17

‘‘(D) the commander of the unified command18

with geographic responsibility for Latin America;19

and20

‘‘(E) representatives from academic institutions,21

religious institutions, and human rights organiza-22

tions.23

‘‘(2) Members shall serve for 2 years and shall meet24

at least annually.25
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‘‘(3)(A) The Board shall inquire into—1

‘‘(i) the curriculum, instruction, physical equip-2

ment, fiscal affairs, academic methods, and other3

matters relating to the Institute that the Board de-4

cides to consider; and5

‘‘(ii) any other matters relating to the Institute6

that the Secretary considers appropriate.7

Institute to ensure that the curriculum—9

‘‘(iii) adheres to current United States doctrine.14

‘‘(4)(A) Not later than 60 days after its annual meet-15

ing, the Board shall submit to the Secretary a written re-16

port of its action and of its views and recommendations17

pertaining to the Institute.18

‘‘(B) Within 30 days of receipt of the Board’s report19

for any year, the Secretary shall transmit the report, with20

the Secretary’s comments, to Congress.21

‘‘(5) While performing duties as a member of or ad-22

viser to the Board, each member of the Board and each23

adviser shall be reimbursed for travel expenses under Gov-24
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ernment travel regulations. Board members shall not be1

compensated by reason of service on the Board.2

‘‘(e) SOURCE OF FUNDS.—The fixed costs of oper-3

ating and maintaining the Institute may be paid from4

funds available for operation and maintenance.5

‘‘(f) TUITION.—Tuition fees charged for persons who6

attend the Institute may not include the fixed costs of op-7

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SEC. 909. DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE REGIONAL CENTERS1

FOR SECURITY STUDIES.2

(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 7 of title 10, United3

States Code, is amended by adding at the end the fol-4

lowing new section:5

‘‘§ 184. Regional Centers for Security Studies6

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—(1) Subject to paragraph (2), the7

Secretary of Defense may operate in the Department of8

Defense regional centers for security studies, each of9

which is established for a specified geographic region of10

the world. Any such regional center shall serve as a forum11

for bilateral and multilateral communication and military12

and civilian exchanges with nations in the region for which13

the center is established. A regional center may, as the14

Secretary considers appropriate, use professional military15

education, civilian defense education, and related academic16

and other activities to pursue such communication and ex-17

changes.18

‘‘(2) After the date of the enactment of this section,19

a regional center for security studies as described in para-20

graph (1) may not be established in the Department of21

the Secretary of Defense submits to Congress a notifica-23

tion of the intent of the Secretary to establish the center.24

The notification shall contain a description of the mission25
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and functions of the proposed center and a justification1

for the proposed center.2

‘‘(b) EMPLOYMENT AND COMPENSATION OF FAC-3

ULTY.—Section 1595 of this title provides authority for4

the Secretary of Defense to employ certain civilian per-5

sonnel at certain Department of Defense regional center6

for security studies without regard to certain provisions7

of title 5.8

‘‘(c) ACCEPTANCE OF FOREIGN GIFTS AND DONA-9

TIONS.—Section 2611 of this title provides authority for10

the Secretary of Defense to accept foreign gifts and dona-11

tions in order to defray the costs of, or enhance the oper-12

ations of, certain Department of Defense regional centers13

for security studies.14

‘‘(d) ANNUAL REPORT TO CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT-15

TEES.—The Secretary shall submit to the Committee on16

Armed Services of the Senate and the Committee on17

Armed Services of the House of Representatives an annual18

report on the status, objectives, and operations of the De-19

partment of Defense regional centers for security studies.20

Each such report shall include information on inter-21

national participation in the programs of the centers and22

on foreign gifts and donations accepted under section23

2611 of this title.24
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‘‘(e) PROVISIONS RELATING SPECIFICALLY TO MAR-1

SHALL CENTER.—(1) The Secretary of Defense may2

waive reimbursement of the costs of conferences, seminars,3

courses of instruction, or similar educational activities of4

the George C. Marshall European Center for Security5

Studies for military officers and civilian officials of co-6

operation partner states of the North Atlantic Cooperation7

Council or the Partnership for Peace if the Secretary de-8

termines that attendance by such personnel without reim-9

bursement is in the national security interest of the United10

States. Costs for which reimbursement is waived pursuant11

to this paragraph shall be paid from appropriations avail-12

able for the Center.13

‘‘(2)(A) Notwithstanding any other provision of law,14

the Secretary of Defense may authorize participation by15

a European or Eurasian nation in Marshall Center pro-16

grams if the Secretary determines, after consultation with17

the Secretary of State, that such participation is in the18

national interest of the United States.19

‘‘(f) PROVISIONS RELATING SPECIFICALLY TO ASIA-3

PACIFIC CENTER.—The Secretary of Defense may waive4

reimbursement of the cost of conferences, seminars,5

courses of instruction, or similar educational activities of6

the Asia-Pacific Center for Security Studies for military7

officers and civilian officials of foreign nations if the Sec-8

retary determines that attendance by such personnel with-9

out reimbursement is in the national security interest of10

the United States.

(c) EFFECT ON AUTHORIZATION AMOUNTS.—A7

transfer made from one account to another under the au-8

thority of this section shall be deemed to increase the9

amount authorized for the account to which the amount10

is transferred by an amount equal to the amount trans-11

ferred.12

(d) NOTICE TO CONGRESS.—The Secretary shall13

promptly notify Congress of each transfer made under14

subsection (a).15

(d) QUALIFIED COMMERCIAL FIRMS.—For purposes23

of this section, a qualified commercial firm is a company24

or other business entity (including a consortium of such25
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companies or other business entities, as determined by the1

Secretary) that the Secretary determines—2

(1) conducts a significant level of its research,3

development, engineering, and manufacturing activi-4

ties in the United States;5

(2) is a company or other business entity the6

majority ownership or control of which is by United7

States citizens or is a company or other business of8

a parent company that is incorporated in a country9

the government of which—10

(A) encourages the participation of firms11

so owned or controlled in research and develop-12

ment consortia to which the government of that13

country provides funding directly or provides14

funding indirectly through international organi-15

States Aerospace Industry’’ (in this section referred to as9

(F) taxation; and6

(G) science and engineering education.7

(4) To study in particular detail the adequacy8

of projected budgets of Federal agencies for—9

(A) aerospace research and development10

and procurement;11

(B) maintaining the national space launch12

infrastructure; and13

(C) supporting aerospace science and engi-14

neering efforts at institutions of higher edu-15

cation.16

(5) To consider and recommend feasible actions17

by the Federal Government to support the ability of18

the United States aerospace industry to remain ro-19

bust into the future.20

(c) COMPOSITION.—(1) The Commission shall be21

composed of not less than 10 and not more than 17 mem-22

bers appointed by the President.23
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(2) Each member shall be an individual with exten-1

sive experience and a national reputation with respect to2

one or more of the following:3

(A) Aerospace manufacturing.4

(B) Labor organizations associated with aero-5

space manufacturing.6

(C) Economics or finance.7

(D) National security.8

(E) International trade or foreign policy.9

(3) Members shall serve without pay by reason of10

their work on the Commission.11

(4) Each member shall receive travel expenses, in-12

cluding per diem in lieu of subsistence, in accordance with13

sections 5702 and 5703 of title 5, United States Code.14

(5) The Chairperson of the Commission shall be des-15

ignated by the President at the time of the appointment.16

(d) POWERS.—(1) A number not less than 50 percent17

of the total number of members of the Commission shall18

constitute a quorum but a lesser number may hold hear-19

ings.20

(2) The Commission shall meet at the call of the21

Chairperson.22

(3) The Commission may, for the purpose of carrying23

out this section, hold hearings, sit and act at times and24
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places, take testimony, and receive evidence as the Com-1

mission considers appropriate.2

(4) Any member or agent of the Commission may,3

if authorized by the Commission, take any action which4

the Commission is authorized to take by this section.5

(5) The Commission may secure directly from any de-6

partment or agency of the United States information nec-7

essary to enable it to carry out this section. Upon request8

of the Chairperson of the Commission, the head of that9

department or agency shall furnish that information to the10

Commission.11

(6) The Commission may use the United States mails12

in the same manner and under the same conditions as13

other departments and agencies of the United States.14

(7) Upon the request of the Commission, the Admin-15

istrator of General Services shall provide to the Commis-16

sion, on a reimbursable basis, the administrative support17

services necessary for the Commission to carry out its re-18

sponsibilities under this section.19

(e) DIRECTOR AND STAFF.—(1) The Chairperson20

shall appoint and fix the pay of a Director.21

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(3) The Director and staff of the Commission may1

be appointed without regard to the provisions of title 5,2

United States Code, governing appointments in the com-3

petitive service, and may be paid without regard to the4

provisions of chapter 51 and subchapter III of chapter 535

of that title relating to classification and General Schedule6

pay rates.7

(4) With the approval of the Commission, the Chair-8

person may procure temporary and intermittent services9

under section 3109(b) of title 5, United States Code.10

(5) Upon request of the Chairperson, the head of any11

Federal department or agency may detail, on a reimburs-12

able basis, any of the personnel of that department or13

agency to the Commission to assist it in carrying out its14

duties under this section.15

(f) REPORT.—Not later than March 1, 2002, the16

Commission shall transmit a report to the Congress. The17

report shall contain a detailed statement of the findings18

and conclusions of the Commission, the recommendations19

of the Commission for legislation or administrative action,20

and such other information as the Commission considers21

appropriate.22

(g) TERMINATION.—The Commission shall terminate23

30 days after submitting its report pursuant to subsection24

(f).25
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(h) FUNDING.—Funds for activities of the Commis-1

sion shall be provided from amounts appropriated for the2

Department of Defense for operation and maintenance for3

Defense-wide activities. Upon receipt of a written certifi-4

cation from the Chairperson of the Commission specifying5

the funds required for the activities of the Commission,6

the Secretary of Defense shall promptly disburse to the7

Commission, from such amounts, the funds required by8

the Commission as stated in such certification.9

SEC. 1040. SENSE OF THE CONGRESS REGARDING INFOR-10

MATION TECHNOLOGY SYSTEMS.11

It is the sense of the Congress that—12

(1) the Department of Defense must focus on13

upgrading information technology systems to allow14

seamless and interoperable communications; and15

(2) each Secretary of a military department16

must demonstrate an unwavering commitment to17

achieving this goal and must ensure that commu-18

nications systems within the active, reserve, and Na-19

tional Guard component of that military department20

receive equal attention and funding for information21

technology.22

SEC. 1101. EMPLOYMENT AND COMPENSATION PROVISIONS12

FOR EMPLOYEES OF TEMPORARY ORGANIZA-13

(a) CONTINGENT REQUIRED WITHDRAWAL OF2

FORCES FROM KOSOVO.—If the President does not sub-3

mit to Congress a certification under subsection (c) and4

a report under subsection (d) before April 1, 2001, then,5

effective on April 1, 2001, funds appropriated or otherwise6

made available to the Department of Defense may not be7

obligated or expended for the continued deployment of8

United States ground combat forces in Kosovo. Such9

funds shall be available with respect to Kosovo only for10

the purpose of conducting a safe, orderly, and phased11

withdrawal of United States ground combat forces from12

Kosovo, and no other amounts appropriated for the De-13

partment of Defense in this Act or any other Act may14

be obligated to continue the deployment of United States15

ground combat forces in Kosovo.

(1) the commitments and pledges made by the15

European Commission, each of the member nations16

of the European Union, and each of the European17

member nations of the North Atlantic Treaty Orga-18

nization for reconstruction assistance in Kosovo, hu-19

manitarian assistance in Kosovo, the Kosovo Con-20

solidated Budget, and police (including special po-21

lice) for the United Nations international police22

vided in each category, and the number of police25

SEC. 1401. ESTABLISHMENT OF COMMISSION.12

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is hereby established a13

commission to be known as the ‘‘Commission to Assess14

the Threat to the United States from Electromagnetic15

Pulse Attack’’ (hereafter in this title referred to as the16

‘‘Commission’’).17

(b) COMPOSITION.—The Commission shall be com-18

posed of nine members. Seven of the members shall be19

appointed by the Secretary of Defense and two of the20

members shall be appointed by the Director of the Federal21

Emergency Management Agency. In selecting individuals22

for appointment to the Commission, the Secretary of De-23

fense shall consult with the chairmen and ranking minor-24
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ity members of the Committees on Armed Services of the1

Senate and House of Representatives.2

(c) QUALIFICATIONS.—Members of the Commission3

shall be appointed from among private United States citi-4

zens with knowledge and expertise in the scientific, tech-5

nical, and military aspects of electromagnetic pulse (here-6

after referred to as ‘‘EMP’’) effects resulting from the det-7

onation of a nuclear weapon or weapons at high altitude,8

sometimes referred to as high-altitude electromagnetic9

pulse effects (HEMP).10

(d) CHAIRMAN OF COMMISSION.—The Secretary of11

Defense shall designate one of the members of the Com-12

mission to serve as chairman of the Commission.13

(e) PERIOD OF APPOINTMENT; VACANCIES.—Mem-14

bers shall be appointed for the life of the Commission. Any15

vacancy in the Commission shall be filled in the same man-16

ner as the original appointment.17

(f) SECURITY CLEARANCES.—All members of the18

Commission shall hold appropriate security clearances.19

(g) INITIAL ORGANIZATION REQUIREMENTS.—All20

appointments to the Commission shall be made not later21

than 45 days after the date of the enactment of this Act.22

The Commission shall convene its first meeting not later23

than 30 days after the date as of which all members of24

the Commission have been appointed.25
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SEC. 1402. DUTIES OF COMMISSION.1

(a) REVIEW OF EMP THREAT.—The Commission2

shall assess—3

(1) the nature and magnitude of potential high-4

altitude EMP threats to the United States from5

Russia, China, North Korea, and other potentially6

hostile states or non-state actors that have or could7

acquire nuclear weapons and ballistic missiles ena-8

bling them to perform a high-altitude EMP attack9

against the United States within the next 15 years;10

(2) the vulnerability of United States military11

and especially civilian systems to an EMP attack,12

giving special attention to vulnerability of the civil-13

ian infrastructure as a matter of emergency pre-14

paredness;15

(3) the capability of the United States to repair16

and recover from damage inflicted on United States17

military and civilian systems by an EMP attack; and18

(4) the feasibility and cost of hardening select19

military and civilian systems against EMP attack.20

(b) RECOMMENDATION.—The Commission shall rec-21

ommend steps that can be taken by the United States to22

better protect its military and civilian systems from EMP23

attack.24

(c) COOPERATION FROM GOVERNMENT OFFI-25

CIALS.—In carrying out its duties, the Commission should26
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receive the full and timely cooperation of the Secretary1

of Defense, the Director of the Federal Emergency Man-2

agement Agency, and any other United States Govern-3

ment official serving in the Department of Defense or4

Armed Forces in providing the Commission with analyses,5

briefings, and other information necessary for the fulfill-6

ment of its responsibilities.7

SEC. 1403. REPORT.8

The Commission shall, not later than 1 year after the9

date of its first meeting, submit to Congress, the Secretary10

of Defense, and the Director of the Federal Emergency11

Management Agency a report on the Commission’s find-12

ings and conclusions.13

SEC. 1404. POWERS.14

(a) HEARINGS.—The Commission or, at its direction,15

any panel or member of the Commission, may, for the pur-16

pose of carrying out the provisions of this title, hold hear-17

ings, take testimony, receive evidence, and administer18

oaths to the extent that the Commission or any panel or19

member considers advisable.20

(b) INFORMATION.—The Commission may secure di-21

rectly from the Department of Defense, the Central Intel-22

ligence Agency, and any other Federal department or23

agency information that the Commission considers nec-24
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essary to enable the Commission to carry out its respon-1

sibilities under this title.2

SEC. 1405. COMMISSION PROCEDURES.3

(a) MEETINGS.—The Commission shall meet at the4

call of the Chairman.5

(b) QUORUM.—(1) Five members of the Commission6

shall constitute a quorum other than for the purpose of7

holding hearings.8

(2) The Commission shall act by resolution agreed9

to by a majority of the members of the Commission.10

(c) COMMISSION.—The Commission may establish11

panels composed of less than full membership of the Com-12

mission for the purpose of carrying out the Commission’s13

duties. The actions of each such panel shall be subject to14

the review and control of the Commission. Any findings15

and determinations made by such a panel shall not be con-16

sidered the findings and determinations of the Commis-17

sion unless approved by the Commission.18

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SEC. 1406. PERSONNEL MATTERS.1

(a) PAY OF MEMBERS.—Members of the Commission2

shall serve without pay by reason of their work on the3

(b) TRAVEL EXPENSES.—The members of the Com-5

mission shall be allowed travel expenses, including per6

diem in lieu of subsistence, at rates authorized for employ-7

ees of agencies under subchapter I of chapter 57 of title8

5, United States Code, while away from their homes or9

regular places of business in the performance of services10

for the Commission.11

(c) STAFF.—(1) The chairman of the Commission12

may, without regard to the provisions of title 5, United13

States Code, governing appointments in the competitive14

service, appoint a staff director and such additional per-15

sonnel as may be necessary to enable the Commission to16

perform its duties. The appointment of a staff director17

shall be subject to the approval of the Commission.18

rate of basic pay payable for level V of the Executive15

SEC. 1407. MISCELLANEOUS ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS.17

(a) POSTAL AND PRINTING SERVICES.—The Com-18

mission may use the United States mails and obtain print-19

ing and binding services in the same manner and under20

the same conditions as other departments and agencies of21

the Federal Government.22

(b) MISCELLANEOUS ADMINISTRATIVE AND SUP-23

PORT SERVICES.—The Secretary of Defense shall furnish24

SEC. 1408. FUNDING.3

SEC. 1501. CONVEYANCE OF NAVAL AMMUNITION SUPPORT19

(a) CONVEYANCE REQUIRED.—21

to subsection (b), the Secretary of the Navy shall23

convey, without consideration, to the Commonwealth24

of Puerto Rico all right, title, and interest of the25
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United States in and to the land constituting the1

(b) RESERVED PROPERTY NOT SUBJECT TO CON-12

VEYANCE.—13

(1) RADAR AND COMMUNICATIONS FACILI-14

TIES.—The conveyance required by subsection (a)15

shall not include that portion of the Naval Ammuni-16

tion Support detachment consisting of the following:17

(A) Approximately 100 acres on which is18

located the Relocatable Over-the-Horizon Radar19

and the Mount Pirata telecommunications fa-20

cilities.21

(B) Such easements, rights-of-way, and22

other interests retained by the Secretary of the23

Navy as the Secretary considers necessary—24
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(i) to provide access to the property1

retained under subparagraph (A);2

(ii) for the provision of utilities and3

security for the retained property; and4

(iii) for the effective maintenance and5

operation of the retained property.6

(2) OTHER SITES.—The United States may re-7

tain such other interests in the property conveyed8

under subsection (a) as—9

(A) the Secretary of the Navy considers10

necessary, in the discharge of responsibilities11

(c) DESCRIPTION OF PROPERTY.—The Secretary of18

the Navy, in consultation with the Secretary of the Inte-19

rior on issues relating to natural resource protection under20

subsection (f), shall determine the exact acreage and legal21

description of the property required to be conveyed pursu-22

ant to subsection (a), including the legal description of any23

easements, rights of way, and other interests that are re-24

tained pursuant to subsection (b).25
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(d) ENVIRONMENTAL RESTORATION.—1

(1) OBJECTIVE OF CONVEYANCE.—An impor-2

tant objective of the conveyance required by this sec-3

tion is to promote timely redevelopment of the con-4

veyed property in a manner that enhances employ-5

ment opportunities and economic redevelopment,6

consistent with all applicable environmental require-7

ments and in full consultation with the Governor of8

Puerto Rico, for the benefit of the residents of9

Vieques Island.10

(2) CONVEYANCE DESPITE RESPONSE NEED.—11

If the Secretary of the Navy, by December 31, 2000,12

is unable to provide the covenant required by section13

120(h)(3)(A)(ii)(I) of the Comprehensive Environ-14

mental Response, Compensation and Liability Act of15

1980 (42 U.S.C. 9620(h)(3)(A)(ii)(I)) with respect16

to the property to be conveyed, the Secretary shall17

still complete the conveyance by that date, as re-18

quired by subsection (a)(2). The Secretary shall re-19

main responsible for completing all response actions20

required under such Act.

(3) CONTINUED NAVY RESPONSIBILITY.—The24

(4) SAVINGS CLAUSE.—All response actions5

with respect to the property to be conveyed shall6

take place in compliance with current law.7

(1) ENTITIES AND PERSONS COVERED; EX-9

TENT.—(A) Except as provided in subparagraph10

(C), and subject to paragraph (2), the Secretary of11

Defense shall hold harmless, defend, and indemnify12

in full the persons and entities described in subpara-13

graph (B) from and against any suit, claim, demand14

or action, liability, judgment, cost or other fee aris-15

ing out of any claim for personal injury or property16

damage (including death, illness, or loss of or dam-17

age to property or economic loss) that results from,18

or is in any manner predicated upon, the release or19

threatened release of any hazardous substance or20

pollutant or contaminant as a result of Department21

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(B) The persons and entities described in this1

(i) The Commonwealth of Puerto Rico (in-3

cluding any officer, agent, or employee of the4

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico), once Puerto5

Rico acquires ownership or control of the Naval6

Ammunition Support Detachment by the con-7

veyance under subsection (a).8

(ii) Any political subdivision of the Com-9

monwealth of Puerto Rico (including any offi-10

cer, agent, or employee of the Commonwealth of11

Puerto Rico) that acquires such ownership or12

control.13

(iii) Any other person or entity that ac-14

quires such ownership or control.15

(iv) Any successor, assignee, transferee,16

lender, or lessee of a person or entity described17

in clauses (i) through (iii).18

(C) To the extent the persons and entities de-19

scribed in subparagraph (B) contributed to any such20

release or threatened release, subparagraph (A) shall21

not apply.22

(2) CONDITIONS ON INDEMNIFICATION.—No in-23

demnification may be afforded under this subsection24
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unless the person or entity making a claim for1

indemnification—2

(A) notifies the Secretary of Defense in3

writing within 2 years after such claim accrues4

or begins action within 6 months after the date5

of mailing, by certified or registered mail, of no-6

tice of final denial of the claim by the Secretary7

of Defense;8

(B) furnishes to the Secretary of Defense9

copies of pertinent papers the entity receives;10

(C) furnishes evidence of proof of any11

claim, loss, or damage covered by this sub-12

section; and13

(D) provides, upon request by the Sec-14

retary of Defense, access to the records and15

personnel of the entity for purposes of defend-16

ing or settling the claim or action.17

(3) RESPONSIBILITIES OF SECRETARY OF DE-18

FENSE.—(A) In any case in which the Secretary of19

Defense determines that the Department of Defense20

may be required to make indemnification payments21

to a person under this subsection for any suit, claim,22

demand or action, liability, judgment, cost or other23

fee arising our of any claim for personal injury or24

property damage referred to in paragraph (1)(A),25
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the Secretary may settle or defend, on behalf of that1

person, the claim for personal injury or property2

damage.3

(5) RELATIONSHIP TO OTHER LAWS.—Nothing22

in this subsection shall be construed as affecting or23

(6) DEFINITIONS.—In this subsection, the3

terms ‘‘hazardous substance’’, ‘‘release’’, and ‘‘pol-4

The amounts deposited in the4

special account pursuant to this paragraph shall be avail-5

able, as provided in appropriation Acts, for general super-6

vision, administration, overhead expenses, and Center op-7

erations and for the maintenance preservation, improve-8

ment, protection, repair, or restoration of property at the9

Center.’’.10

(c) CONFORMING AMENDMENTS.—Such section is11

further amended—12

(1) by striking subsection (f); and13

(2) by redesignating subsections (g) and (h) as14

subsections (f) and (g), respectively.15

It is the sense of the Congress that—7

(1) Since World War II Federal nuclear activi-8

ties have been explicitly recognized by the United9

States Government as an a ultra-hazardous activity10

under Federal law. Nuclear weapons production and11

testing involved unique dangers, including potential12

catastrophic nuclear accidents that private insurance13

carriers would not cover, as well as chronic expo-14

sures to radioactive and hazardous substances, such15

as beryllium and silica, that even in small amounts16

could cause medical harm.17

(2) Since the inception of the nuclear weapons18

program and for several decades afterwards, large19

numbers of nuclear weapons workers at Department20

of Energy and at vendor sites who supplied the Cold21

War effort were put at risk without their knowledge22

and consent for reasons that, documents reveal, were23

driven by fears of adverse publicity, liability, and24

employee demands for hazardous duty pay.25
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(3) Numerous previous secret records docu-1

mented unmonitored radiation, beryllium, silica,2

heavy metals, and toxic substances’ exposures and3

continuing problems at the Department of Energy4

and vendor sites across the country, where since5

World War II the Department of Energy and its6

predecessors have been self-regulating with respect7

to nuclear safety and occupational safety and health.8

No other hazardous Federal activity has been per-9

mitted to have such sweeping self-regulatory powers.10

(4) The Department of Energy policy to litigate11

occupational illness claims has deterred workers12

from filing workers compensation claims and im-13

posed major financial burdens for workers who14

sought compensation. Department of Energy con-15

tractors have been held harmless and the Depart-16

ment of Energy workers were denied workers com-17

pensation coverage for occupational disease.18

(5) Over the past 20 years more than two19

dozen scientific findings have emerged that indicate20

that certain Department of Energy workers are ex-21

periencing increased risks of dying from cancer and22

non-malignant diseases at numerous facilities that23

provided for the nation’s nuclear deterrent. Several24

of these studies also establish a correlation between25
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excess diseases and exposure to radiation, beryllium,1

and silica.2

(6) While linking exposure to occupational haz-3

ards with the development of occupational disease is4

sometimes difficult, scientific evidence supports the5

conclusion that occupational exposure to dust par-6

ticles or vapor of beryllium, even where there was7

compliance with the standards in place at the time,8

can cause beryllium sensitivity and chronic beryllium9

disease. Furthermore, studies indicate than 98 per-10

cent of radiation induced cancers within the Depart-11

ment of Energy complex occur at dose levels below12

existing maximum safe thresholds. Further, that13

workers at Department of Energy sites were exposed14

to silica, heavy metals, and toxic substances at levels15

that will lead or contribute to illness and diseases.16

(7) Existing information indicates that State17

workers’ compensation programs are not a uniform18

means to provide adequate compensation for the19

types of occupational illnesses and diseases related20

to the prosecution of the Cold War effort.21

(8) The civilian men and women who performed22

duties uniquely related to the Department of Ener-23

gy’s nuclear weapons production and testing pro-24

grams over the last 50 years should have efficient,25
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uniform, and adequate compensation for beryllium-1

related health conditions, radiation-related health2

conditions, and silica-related health conditions in3

order to assure fairness and equity.4

(9) This situation is sufficiently unique to the5

Department of Energy’s nuclear weapons production6

and testing programs that it is appropriate for Con-7

gressional action this year.8

(2) Before the effective date of the conveyance,10

release, and forgiveness, the recipient must agree—11

(A) to continue to use the drill rig as part12

of a museum to demonstrate to the public the13

recovery of offshore energy resources;14

(B) to make the drill rig available to the15

Government if the Secretary requires use of the16

drill rig for a national emergency;17

(C) that if the recipient no longer requires18

the drill rig for use as a museum dedicated to19

demonstrating to the public the recovery of off-20

shore energy resources, the recipient shall, at21

the discretion of the Secretary, convey the drill22

rig to the Government; and23

(D) to any other conditions the Secretary24

considers appropriate.25
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(3) The drill rig may not be used for commer-1

cial transportation or commercial drilling and pro-2

duction of offshore energy resources.3
